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WASHINGTON, April 14 
(USICA) — The United States 
should not base its energy plans on 
the mistaken premise that Saudi 
oQ production will be able to 
satisfy rising world demand over 
the next several decades, a new 
U.S. study warns. 

According to a report issued 
Saturday, future ~ demand for 
Saudi crude oil may be as hi gh as 
IS to 20 million barrels a day by 
1 990, well above the current 
Saudi target level of 12 million 
barrels a day. • 

“ Unless demand growth is 
slowed in tire interim,” the report - 
staled, higher prices or stringent 
new policies by consuming gov- 
ernments would then be required 
to ration the limited supplies.” 

“ The .consuming nations could 
begin a. fierce political, and. 
economic struggle for scarce sup- 
plies, straining relations between

Despite Saudi Arabia’s decision 
to lower its production capacity 
target from 16 million to 12 mil- 
lion barrels a day, ■ the Senate 
report noted, that level of output 
is likely to last only IS to 20 years 
before declining. A higher pro- 
duction rate of 16 millioD barrels a 
day would be sustainable for only 
seven years before declining, the 
report said. 

Senator Frank Church (D- 
Idaho) chairman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said at a press briefing Thursday: 
“ our expectations that Saudi 
Arabia will reach ' production 
levels of 16 million barrels a day 
are now wildly optimistic. 

“ It would be imprudent for the 
United States to rely on Saudi 
Arabia to increase its oil produc- 
tion capacity to levels necessary in 
order to bafi us out of our long- 
term energy dilemma. 

“ Because the lives of all 
Americans wiD bedirectiy affected 
by any energy plan that is 
developed, ” he added, . “ the 
national interest requires that the 
American people be fully 
informed of the reasons for it ’’ 

Senator Jacob Javits (R-N.Y.), 
ranking minority member oq the 
Foreign Relations Committee, 
said release of the report will be 
beneficial to U^.- Saudi relations 
because H introduces^* a setfe of 
.meaSm." into what Saudi Arabia* 
can do in the way of oil supply for 
the United States. 

The figures made public in the 
report represent a marked decline 
from- earlier estimates. While 
geologists generally agree on the 
530,000 million barrels of Saudi 
Arabian oil in the ground, the 
question of how much oil can 
actually be recovered remains in 
dispute. 

According to the report, oil 
industry sources estimate “ poss- 
ible ” reserves at 248,200 million 
barrels, “ probable ” reserves at 
177,600 million barrels and 
“proven” reserves at 110,400 
million barrels. Saudi Arabia has 
the world's largest “ proven ” 
reserves . 

The Senate report concluded 
that “ the committee staff has no 
evidence that Saudi Arabia has 
established its current long-term 
production goal (of 12 million 
barrels a day) to express displeas- 
ure with, or to change, the Middle 
East . policies of consuming 
nations, including the United 
States. ”

56 arrested 

7 more Iranians executed 


Sadat again attacks 
peace treaty critics 


TEHRAN, April 1 4 ( Agencies) 
— Seven more members of the 
Shah's armed forces — a general, 
four colonels and two sergeants — 
were executed Saturday by order 
of revolutionary authorities in the 
provinces. 

Since the monarch was over- 
thrown two months ago. there 
have been at least 118 political 
executions. 

. The list of dead includes 27 
generals. 

A further 56 arrests were 
announced Saturday. -The new 
political prisoners induced six 
former members of p^iament, 14 
agents of SAVAK. d&ee generals 
and 13 other servicemen. 

According to Tehran newspap- 
ers one of the genergls, Afcbar 
Oa2s“»an, W3S a cousin of »fce 
Shah. The others were named as 
Brig.-Gen. Reza Parvaresh. a 
former military attache in 
Washington, and Maj.-Gen. Ali 
Ashrafi Sa idi, an adviser of Gen. 
Nasser Moghadam. who was head 
of the SAVAK secret police and 
has been executed. 

The politicians arrested 
included Senator Enayatollah 


Nassiri, 82, brother of recently- 
executed SAVAK boss Gen. 
Nematollah Nassiri, woman 
senator Shamsul-Moluk Mos- 
sahab, 67, former minister of 
roads Senator Jama'al Ganji, 68, 
former minister of education 
Senator Parveez Natel, 66, former 
deputy premier Akbar 
Bahadoudouri, 63, and former 
parliamentary deputy Muham- 
mad Hussein Etemadi, 61. 

There are at least 1.300 political 
prisoners awaiting trial in Tehran 
alone. Defendants at political tri- 
als appear before a r. ixed panel or 
Mullahs and civilian judges. 

They have no defense lawyers. 
Only those tried in absentia can 
appeal against the judges' ruling, 
because sentences are carried out 
•imt&etiicteiy. . • 

Meanwhile two sons and a 
daughter-in-law of Ayatollah 
Mahmoud Taleghani, a prominent 
religious leader, were taken into 
custody Thursday morning by 
revolutionary committee -mem- 
bers but were released following 
lengthy negotiations, a membe r of 
the Taleghani family said satur- 
day. 


Ms. Azam Taleghani confirmed 
that her two brothers and one of 
their wives had been picked up 
and held prisoner at Lavizan bar- 
racks on the outskirts of the capi- 
tal. 

The newspaper “Ayandegan” 
reported the three had been 
approached by four cars of aimed 
men, beaten and then taken to 
Lavizan, where they started a 
hunger strike when they were 
placed in solitary confinement. 

Ms. Taleghani said her father, 
overtired and in “weak physical 
condition” left Tehran for a rest. 
She said “Thursday’s incident 
only sped my father's decision to 
leave Tehran for a short while.” 
There was no immediate expla- 
nation for the detention, but some 
rou. ee.- speculated- it stemmed . 
from a private feud. 

In another development. Prime 
Minister Mehdi Bazargan said 
Saturday Iran is setting up an 
“honorary” employment loan 
fund to assist the growing number 
of unemployed. He asked Iran's 
wage-earners to donate one per-

CAIRO, April 14 (Agencies) — President 
Anwar Sadat criticized Arab critics of his peace 
treaty with Israel and said they were adopting the 
Soviet line that the treaty was a separate agreement. 

Sadat, in a speech broadcast on Cairo radio from 
the upper Egyptian town of Sohag, pointed out that 
next month the Sinai desert capital of A1 Arisb 
would return to Egyptian control. 

The Egyptian leader has repeatedly chided Arab 
opponents for their opposition to the treaty. 

“ We will not answer them, those ...people, 
abroad, who' with the Soviet Union behind them 
repeat that it is a separate agreement, ” Sadat told a 
rally in the farming center 450 kilometers south of 
Cairo. ‘ 

“But instead we trill let our deeds speak for 
themselves, ” Sadat added. 

The Egyptian leader is on a four-day tour of 
upper Egypt where he has been visiting develop- 
ment projects and dramming up support for a 
referendum on the treaty. 

“We will not answer their abuses,” Sadat said. 
“We have no time for that We have hard work 
ahead of ns: the welfare of the Egyptian citizen who 
has suffered a lot for so long.” 

. Li a similar speech Friday, Sadat told 5,000 sup- 
porters that the task ahead was“realmng prosperity 
for every Egyptian.” 

Name-calling between Cairo and other Arab cap- 
itals escalated following the introduction last month 
of economic and political sanctions by 18 Arab 
countries which met in Baghdad. 

In anticipation of die sanctions and severing . of 
diplomatic relations, Egypt suspended flights to 
Jordan and Iraq March 29, three days after the 
peace pact was signed in Washington. 


But on Saturday Egypt 5 s national airline resumed 
flights to Amman. 

Another sign of relaxation by Egypt was a deci- 
sion by the ministry of education to review work 
permits for 17,690 Egyptian teachers who work in 
Arab countries, including radical states such as 
Libya and Iraq. 

Last November amidst an Arab uproar over the 
Camp David accords, Egypt announced it would 
discontinue loaning instructors to countries .of the 
“rejectionist from.” 

And despite the harsh words, Egypt announced 
this week it was in contact with a number of Arab 
governments in an effort to “restore Arab solidar- 
ity.” 

Meanwhile Jordan’s King Hussein repeated 
Saturday that the Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty was 
no solution to the Middle East problem. 

The king, who is in Austria on a private* told 
Austrian reporters that it was necessary to gp back 
to the beginning and resume negotiations on the 
basis of U.N. Security Cduncfl Resolution 242. 

He said he was in favor of returning to Geneva for 
a new conference of all participating parties, includ- 
ing the Palestinians. 

A prerequisite for a genuine Mideast solution 
would be tile withdrawal of the Israelis from all 
areas occupied in 1967, including East Jerusalem, 
the king said. 

Hussein termed as “sheer nonsense” rumors that 
a new conflict between the Palestine Liberation 
Organization and Jordan is to be feared. 

He said the PLO was tbe recognized representa- 
tive of the Palestinians and good relations between 
the PLO and Jordan are to be expanded, although

Amin still missing as Uganda 
commandos widen search effort

KAMPALA, April 14 (Agen- 
cies) — Uganda intensified its 
quest to bring fugitive Idi Amin to 
justice Saturday as the country s 
new president promised his peb- 
ple they would be treated like 
human beings for the rest of their 
lives. 

Professor Yusufu Lule, the new 
leader who was flown into Kam- 
pala from exile Friday told repor- 
ters Saturday: “Amin is very fast 
Every time we get to where he is 
he shows his heels.” 

Amin, whose eight-year : reign 
ended when Tanzanian-led rebels 
entered the capital on Wednes- 
day, is being hunted by special 
commando squads who have 
orders to take him alive and bring 
back to face trial for mass murder. 

Uganda radio, quoting a British 
Broadcasting Corporation (BBC) 
report, said Amio's executive jet 
refuelled at So rod airfield in 
northeast Uganda Friday. This led 
to speculation that he had fled the 
country. 

But Amin took to tbe radio to 
again deny that be had been 
deposed. 

“I am still in control,” Amin 
said. “No one in Uganda should 
be convinced or deceived by this 
so-called revolution.'’ 

He denounced Lute's takeover 
of tiie government in a broadcast 
from the transmitter at Soroti, 
where his jet was berthed. 

In Sudan, officials reported that 

a “ high - rankin g militar y official” 
had crossed the bolder from 
Uganda Saturday by air. Arriving

West Bank resolute against self-rule

HEBRON. West Bank. April 14 (R) — While Israel and Egypt 
prepare to seek a formula for Palestinian autonomy, Palestinians on 
the West Bank are determined to resist it. 

“We would rather stay directly under Israel occupation” said 
Hebron’s Mayor Fahd Kuwasma. “That way we retain our Palesti- 
nian identity and we know that one day the occupation must end. 

“If we choose the Begin style of autonomy then we are submitting 
to permanent Israeli control under another name.” 

like other Palestinian notables. Mayor Kuwasma has closely 
studied recent statements by Israeli Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
indicating that the self-rule he has in mind for Palestinians of the 
West Bank and Gaza will be of a highly limited kind. 

Kuwasma said he would accept Israef s invitation to join autonomy 
talks only on three conditions: First, an Israeli acknowledgement that 
the West Bank is Palestinian, second, an Israeli pledge to withdraw 
Jewish settlers from Arab land, and third, an Israeli acceptance that 
Arab East Jerusalem is pan of the West Bank. 

Talks on what shape autonomy should take are due to open 
shortly between Israel and Egypt Kuwasma and other- West Bank 
leaders assert they will settle for nothing less than full Palestinian 
independence. 

“We want our State and it is not right that we would threaten 
Israel,” the mayor said in an interview. Demilitarizationwould be no 
problem. If we got our rights we don't want to fight” 

Feeling in the Hebron area has been running high since the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty was agreed last month. 

The nearby town of Halhul was placed under curfew for 15 days 
following riots in which two Palestinian students, one a girl, were shot 
dead by the Israelis. 

The curfew here has deepened the bitterness of the people against 
the occupation. For 1 5 days farmers were not allowed in tne fields to 
Spray their crops. Those who ventured out were beaten. 


Halhul Mayor M uhammad Mflhem scoffed at Israeli claims that 
adequate freedom of political expression existed on the West Bank. 
“Every day you can see our newspapers are censored,” he said. 

“We can’t bold meetings. After the curfew when the mayors of five, 
other West Bank towns came to see me the Israeli militaiy governor’ s 
nffinp telephoned and said they must leave because our meeting was 
illegal.” 

The mayors said Israeli authorities had refused him permission fo 
rebuild his crumbling municipal headquarters and would not let him 
construct a new vegetable market — even though he had suffioent 
funds from Kuwait and from tbe American Near East Refugee 
Association (ANERA). 

MiTht» m appeared more confident than the mayor of Hebron that 
Egypt’s President Anwar Sadat would push for Palestinian indepen- 
dence. “ Sadat will not wash his hands of our problems,” Mflhehsaid 

But .he added that no West Bank leader would join the autonomy 
negotiations -under present conditions. 

For Palestinians of the Halhul- Hebron district, a major bane is the 
sight of the r amb ling Jewish settlement of Kiryat Arba, set on a 
htHqfV outside Hebron. 

Tbe settlers who took part in the Hebron shooting came from 
Kiryat Arba. They subsequently resisted army efforts to remove their 
firearms. 

Most of the 2,400 settlers belong to the extremist Gush Emunim 
movement which believes that all the West Bank and Gaza belong to 
tbe Jews “ by divine right ” 

The Kiryat Arba settlers have successfully persuaded Israeli occu- 
pation authorities to fence off more land for an extension of tbe 
settlement 

Normally such fencing off operations are described as necessary 
“ for security purposes. ” But in the past, such areas have been 
turned over to military agricultural enterprises and subsequently 
handed to civilian settlers.

Owen used strong words in 
expressing his reaction to the fall 
of Amin, describing him as a 
“ blot on Africa. ” 

* We welcome the develop- 
ment that has taken place in 
Uganda and the appointment of 
the new government, ” he said. 


At his news conference, held on 
the landscaped lawns of the Kam- 
pala State House, Professor Lule 
said, “ We think we can give the 
people confidence that they are 
going tb be treated like human 
beings for the rest of their lives. ’’ 

“ There has been a loss of con- 
fidence in government, in one's 
neighbor and in life itself,” he 
said. Uganda needed emotional 
and psychological rehabilitation, 
he added. 

Earlier Saturday, reporters 
were shown the full workings of 
Amin's secret police in a tour of 
the blood-caked underground 
cells of the dreaded “ State 
Research Bureau. ** 

It was in these cells that anyone 
suspected of opposing the Amin 
regime was taken to be tortured, 
and frequently summarily 
executed — sometimes reportedly 
with sledgehammers. 

Seven decomposing bodies 
were slumped around the walls of 
one cell. The new authorities said 
those prisoners who had not died 
of starvation during the final siege 
of Kampala were shot or kilted

Part of Riyadh water scheme 

SR20 million Wasia well deal let 


By a Staff Reporter 

RIYADH, April 14 — A SR20 
millio n contract was awarded a 
Saudi contracting firm Saturday to 
drill 17 wells in the Wasia aquifer, 
as part of a project that will even- 
tually supply Riyadh with an addi- 
tional 200,000 cubic meters, or 52 
millio n gallons, a day of groundw- 
ater purified for drinking. 

The work awarded Saturday is 
to be completd within 12 months, 
and the Saudi Press Agency 
reported that contracts for sinking 
66 more wells will be awarded 
within the next few days. 

At the beginning of this month 
Minister of Agriculture and Water 
Dr. Abdul Rahman A I- Sheikh 
signed a SR554,820,260 order for 
the construction of pipe, pumping 
stations and reservoirs at Wasia. 
The whole project is believed the 
largest single town water system in 
the world. 

The project is expected to cost 
some SR2 billion, and water will 
come oa stream in 1981. It is 
planned that the scheme will cover 
Riyadh's needs until about 1983, 
although that assumption depends 
op the supply of desalinated sea 
water from a project at Jubail. 


Water will be drawn from the 
Wasia aquifer, 110 kilometers 
outside Riyadh, a reservoir of 
prehistoric water under the East- 
ern Province. The scheme 
involves the deep wellfield, a 
pipeline to Riyadh with pumping 
'stations and reservoirs, treatment 
works, a power station and a vil- 
lage for workers. 


The British consultants. Sir 
Murdoch MacDonald and Part- 
ners, produced designs and 
engineering studies for the plan, 
and in January received a letter of 
intent for construction supervi-

drawn up, a reverse osmosis 
desalination and purification plant 
may be established at the site. 

That, tough, depends on whether 
or not the projected Jubail plant 
makes that necessary, as present 
plans envisage 1 75 million gallons 
a day from Jubail being mixed 
with Wasia water. 


Riyadh improvement under way 


RIYADH, April 14 — The 
building of 16 pedestrian bridges, 
the temporary asphalting of 650 
kms of road and the surfacing of 
another 75 kms, the construction 
of two concrete bridges and three 
tunnels, and the implementation 
of phase I of the Qasr Al-Hokm 
project, including a parking lot 
and a commercial and cultural 
center, are among the work plan- 
ned in the capital, according to 
“Al- Riyadh". 

Other projects include a 
number of public parks and gar- 
dens in Dob bat district off airport 


road and Omar ibn Al-Khattab 
street, to be completed before the 
end of this year. 

The two concrete bridges will be 
built at Maathar, and the three 
tunnels at Nasseriya. 

The multi-storey parking lots 
will be a private venture. 

The municipality also plans to 
remove 15,000 cubic meters of 
bumps and to construct pave- 
ments for previously surfaced 
streets. 

It will build fountains at Malaz 



and Footah, drill artesian wells for 
parks and street islands, fence and 
design gardens at Manfbuha and 
Haliat ibn Nasser, put up two veg-‘ 
etable and meat markets at 

Sulaymaniya and Malaz, organize 
Haraj and Aghnam general mar- 
kets, fence 22,000 meters of land 
at Ghayr Al-Bayda, build a park- 
ing lot and a commercial and cul- 
tural center on a 50,000 square 
meter area, build the Eid mosque 
off Khreiss road, and renovate 
construction in Masmak. 

A project for the drainage of 
rain water in north Riyadh is 
under study. 

Projects under way now include 
the large Nasseriya swimming 
pool, the development of the zoo 
and Abu Makhrout garden and 
the new slaughterhouse to the 
south.

BEIRUT, April 14 (SPA) — A 
recent announcement of Saudi 
Arabia* s first shipment of fruit and 
vegetables to a number of Gulf 
countries heralds an evolution of 
the agricultural sector catching up 
with the country's overall 
economic boom, according to 
k ‘ An-Nahar Arab and Interna- 
tional Magazine," published in 
Paris. 

Owing to the budget allocated 
for dam construction, subterra- 
nean water pumping and desalina- 
tion projects, the magazine said, 
the Kingdom will become self- 


sufficient in agriculture by 1 985. 

SR10 billion has already been 
allocated for dam construction 
and subterranean water pumping, 
and SR2.2 billion is expected to be 
spent on desalination from 1980 
to 1985. 

The magazine said that the 
scheme started in 1976 when the 
Kingdom put to use 25,000 hec- 
tares of barren land near Riyadh 
under the motto “Every citizen 
must produce part of his food" to 
reach self-sufficiency in agricul- 
ture.

Evans was condemned to death 
for shooting dead a pawnbroker 
while the victim's two young 
daughters looked on. 

Supreme Court Judge William 
Be ran an said Friday Evans signed 
his own petition for a stay of 
execution last Wednesday. Evans 
had previously resisted efforts to 


get him to plead for his life. 

The defense said Evans’ peti- 
tion had been sent to the Federal 
Court in Alabama. He could not 
be executed until that court made 
a decision. 

Evans is one of nearly 500 con- 
demned prisoners in death row 
cells throughout the U.S. 

The last one to be executed was 
Gary Gilmore, who faced a firing 
squad in Utah in July 1977. 

East week Evans said he wanted 
to be executed.

Water gradually cooled 

U.S. atom plant hears shutdown 


HARRISBURG, Pa. April 14 
(AP) — The utility that operates 
the Three Mile Island nuclear 
power plant has started bringing 
the disabled reactor to a cold 
shutdown, but government offi- 
cials say they cannot predict when 
that goal wfll be achieved. 

The reactor came precariously 
close to a catastrophic melt-down 
March 28 after a series of human 
and mechanical errors. Since then 
technicians have gingerly kept the 
reactor' s vital water coolant under 
pressure and at moderately hot 
temperatures to avoid any pre- 
cipitous changes inside the reactor. 

But 'he Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission announced Friday 
that it is allowing Metropolitan 
Edison Co., operator of the plant, 
to gradually cool the water. The 
NRC made the announcement 
after completion of a series of 
steps that removed potentially 
explosive dissolved gases from the 
coolant water. 

Victor Stello, head of the 
NRCs Operating Reactors Divi- 
sion, said at a news conference 
that the reactor core will be cooled 
down at the rate of about 10 
degrees an hour until it readies a 
temperature of about 230 
degrees. The hottest part of the 
core was reported at 385 degrees 
(Fahrenheit) Friday. _ 

Stello declined to set a timet- 
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able for reaching the ultimate goal 
of cold shu‘down — the point at 
which there is no longer any risk of 
a chain reactor core going out of 
control. 

** We are doing it very deliber- 
ately and carefully," he said. “We 
certainly aren’t going to any faster 
than we are convinced is war- 
ranted.” 

He said several other steps 
necessary in achieving a cold shut- 
down will take several days. 

First the plant's steam- 
generating system must be mod- 
ified so that it can carry off heat 
more effectively from the core's 
coolant water. Than the coolant 
water can be brought below 200 
degrees. 

Under normal operations. 


water in the reactor reaches about 
600 degrees. Since the accident, it 
has been kept at about 280 
degrees at the points it enters and 
leaves the reactor core container. 

Stello said the final move 
toward cold shutdown would be to 
turn off the pump that is forcing 
water through the reactor, and to 
let the water circulate on its own. 

Asked if there are any dangers 
involved in the cool-down proce- 
dure, Stello replied, “None." 

After the accident, in which 
radiation leaked from the plant, 
state and federal officials consi- 
dered the evacuation of about 1 
million people from a four- 
.county area around the plant, 
located on an island in the Sus- 
quehanna River. 


SALISBURY, April 14 (Agen- 
cies) — Rhodesian forces, seeking 

to tighten security for next week's 
elections, killed 90 black national- 
ist guerrillas in the past 48 tours, 
militar y headquarters announced 
Saturday. 

Two government soldiers, five 
black civilians and one guerrilla 
collaborator also died in the same 
period, a communique said. 

It was one of the highest guer- 
rilla death tolls in a two-day 
period inside - Rhodesia 
announced by headquarters in the 
six-year war. 

A spokesman said the guerrillas 
were killed in small groups in scat- 
tered incidents in various war 
zones. 

More than 12,550 guerrillas are 
believed to have infiltrated 
Rhodesia for the Patriotic Front 
alliance, which has pledged to dis- 
rupt the one-man, one- vote elec- 
tions being held by the biracial 
transitional government next 
week. 

The fighting followed Friday’s 
Rhodesian raid into Lusaka, the 
capital of Zambia. Commandos, 
apparently traveling 65 miles 
overland disguised as Zambians in 
vehicles bearing Zambian mark- 


ings, blasted the borne of guerrilla 
leader Joshua Nkomo. 

Nkomo, who was not there, 
later vowed thathewoufdlutbacfc 
at Rhodesian forces who des- 
troyed his tome. 

Standing beside the twisted 
front gate of his gutted bungalow, 
he told a crowd of hundreds of 
people, “I can assure you the Pat- 
riotic Front lisgpmg to punish 
those savages.”

Government officials, asking 
not to be identified, reacted 
angrily Friday to the accusations 
that the United States was using a 
specially equipped C-12A plane 
to gather information about secret 
South African installations. 

“ The plane was not a secret 
plane, ” one official said, .adding 
that . its activities were well 
known to the South African milit- 
ary and that its flight plans were 
filed with local authorities each 
time the plane was used. 

He also said the United States 

— as is well known to South Africa 

— has much more sophisticated 
techniques for gathering informa- 
tion about activities in South 
Africa. 

** Why be worried about a plane 
with relatively primitive camera 
equipment? ” the official said. 

Asked why the 012 A opera- 
tion was needed at all, another 
official said the plane was useful 
during periods when U.S. satel- 
lites were not operating over the 
area. 

While saying little on the record 
about the South African charges, 
U.S. officials spoke freely in pri- 
vate about their perception of 
South Africa’s motives. 

The South African government 
is engulfed in a scandal involving 
allegations of a secret influence- 
buying operation in the United 
States and other foreign countries.

sectarian riots 
leave over 100 killed 


NEW DELHI, April 14 (Agen- 
cies) — Nearly 100 people were 
Saturday reported to have been 
killed in the past three days in 
Jamshedpur in India's worst sec- 
tarian riots for nine years. 

Newspaper reports said police 
and army units were patrolling the 
northeastern steel city which was 
under curfew and dosed to out- 
siders. 

Troops and police- opened fire 
several tunes after being given 
shoot-on- sight orders when riot- 
ers ignored the curfew. 

Press reports from Jamshedpur 
said more than 200 people were 
hospitalized, many with gunshot 
wounds. Several hundred had 
been arrested. 

More than 500 people were kil- 
led in Gujarat State in 1969 in 
India's worst communal rioting in 
recent years and some 150 died in 
widespread dashes north of Bom- 
bay the following year. 

All roads leading to Jamshed- 
pur, which is in Bihar State near 
the West Bengal border, have 
been sealed. 

The “Hindustan Times” in an 
editorial Saturday accused Jam- 
shedpur city and state government 
authorities of being slow to react 
to the violence. It said the exten- 
sive use of home-made bombs and 
pistpls by rioters suggested a long 
build-up to; the trouble. 

Hie flareup was triggered last 
Wednesday when one group 
attacked another's religious pro- 
cession. 

United News of India said large 


numbers of army troops and 
paramilitary forces were being 
deployed to check the riots and 
patrol the streets. 

Twenty people were killed 
Thursday and an unspecified 
□umber injured when bombs were 
thrown at an ambulance carrying 
injured to a hospital, according to 
reports from the city 250 kilomet- 
ers west of Calcutta. 

Authorities have ordered 
checks on all persons leaving and 
entering the city, UNI said. 

Two members of Prime Minis- 
ter Morarji Desafs cabinet flew 
into Jamshedpur from New Delhi 
while Bihar State officials toured 
the city trying to bring peace bet- 
ween the warring sects. 

While Home Minister H.M. 
Patel and External Affairs Minis- 
ter AB. Vajpayee were taken 
around the dty under heavy 
armed escort, four members from 
former Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi's opposition Congress 
Party, who arrived from the state 
capital of Patna, were turned back 
because officials refused to 
guarantee their safety, the agency 
reported. 

“As an Indian, I hang my head 
in shame," Vajpayee said. 


LA TRINIDAD, Nicaragua 
April 14 (AP) — Guerrillas fight- 
ing to overthrow President Anas- 
tasio Somoza fought a vicious 
house-to-house battle with the 
National Guard Friday, the eighth 
day of their siege of the city of 
Esteli. A military spokesman said 
the rebels were bottled up in a 
20-block area. 

The northern mountain com- 
munity on the Pan American 
Highway was captured by about 
400 members of the Sandinista 
National Liberation Front a week 
ago when they trapped an esti- 
mated 100 soldiers in a downtown 

garrison in the city of 35,000. 

But reinforcements rushed to 
the outskirts of the city during the 
week and Somoza' s troops bat- 
tered the reportedly well-armed 
guerrillas with rockets, armored 
cars, a tank and warplanes. 

Red Cross supply missions have 
been turned back along with fore- 
ign journalists at government road 
blocks on the highway from Man- 
agua, the capital. 

But guard spokesman Col. ' 
Aqofles Aranda Escobar said the 
supply convoys would be allowed 
into Esteli overnight. 

Meanwhile a confident Somoza 
took the week off for a vacation to 
the United States, were he visited 
with his children in Kansas and 
Florida. His family has dominated 
this tiny Central American 
nation 1 s politics and wealth for the 
past 40 years. 

. The battle for Esteli comes at a 
time of increased violence around 
Nicaragua. Aranda said four or 
five Sandinistas were killed in 
skirmishes with the National 
Guard Friday on the streets of 
Managua. 

Most other major cities in the 
country reported scattered viol- 
ence and bomb blasts and shots. 

Since Tuesday the National 
Guard has predicted Esteli would 
be controlled the following day, 
and the guard has had to extend its 
prediction each day. 

Telephone communication with 
Esteli was erratic but sources 
reached described heavy firing, 
including heavy explosions, 
although none was able to confirm 
Aranda's assessment of the situa- 
tion. 

A school principal in Esteli told 
a Colombian reporter by tele- 
phone the guard was advancing on 
all sides with heavy fighting. The 
principal jsuA there were many 
wounded "and dead near the 
school. 

Aranda labeled the report 
“propaganda.” 

Early Friday the National 
Guard set up a roadblock 16 miles 


south of Esteli and guardsmen 
turned back a four-vehicle Red 
Cross convoy that tried to get 
through with relief supplies, 
including food, blood and 
medicine. 

A heavy machine gun at the 
roadblock was trained down the 
highway toward Esteli, and it 
appeared the guardsmen were 
prepared for an attack from that 
direction. 

Aranda said the guard was leav- 
ing the guerrillas an exit to the 
southwest But the school princi- 
pal said lie guard was attacking on 
all sides. 

Scores of refugees milled about 
this dusty village waiting for 
word of what was happening "in 
Esteli. They kept well away torn 
the grim-faced -soldiers at the 
roadblock, however. 

Aranda said National Guard 
warplanes had been used on the 
outskirts of Esteli, where smoke 
has been rising the past several 
days, but he said they did not fire 
rockets into the city itself. 

He said it was possible mortars 
were being used on the rebel posi- 
tions in the dty. 

Aranda said 26 national guard- 
smen have been killed in skir- 
mishes with the Sandinistas 
recently, including seven in Esteli. 

Desai minister 
urges probe Into 
Indira’s finances 

NEW DELHI, April 14 (R) — 
Foreign Minister Atal Bihari Vaj- 
payee said the Indian government 
is inquiring into an allegation by a 
former American ambassador 
that ex-Premier Indira Gandhi 
had received money from the 
United States to fight her oppo- 
nents. 

Vajpayee said in Calcutta Fri- 
day night that the charge by 
Daniel Moynihan in a recent 
book, was serious and could not be 
brushed aside. 

“Mr Moynihan is a responsible 
man and he knows what he says,” 
Vajpayee commented, adding 
that a mere denial by the ex- 
premier would not convince any- 
one. . ¥ 

Mrs. Gandhi, prime minister for 
11 years lintil her defeat two years 
ago, has denied the allegations. 

Earlier this week she accused 
the U.S. of conspiring to bring 
down her government in 1977. 

Moyihan, who left India In 
1975, said in his book that the 
U.S. twice financially helped Mrs. 
Gandhfs Congress Party, and 
once money was given to Mrs. 
Gandhi hersetf. 


Ban on aerosol products 
caps 2-year fight in U.S. 


WASHINGTON, April 14 
( AP) — Sunday marks the end of a 
two-year U.S. government prog- 
ram to end the use of fluorocar- 
bons and the beginning of a ban on 
virtually all aerosol products con- 
taining the substance which scien- 
tists say threatens the Earth’s pro- 
tective ozone shield. 

The fluorocarbon propellants 
were once used to pressurize more 
Than a billion containers of. pro- 
ducts each year, including 
deodorants, anri-perspirants, hair 
sprays, colognes, insecticides, 
spray paints* air fresheners, furni- 
ture polishes and household 
cleaners. 

But products containing 
■fluorocarbons have largely disap- 
peared from American stores in 
recent years. 

The final step in the two-year 


program, a ban cm interstate 
shipments of almost all aerosols 
using fluorocarbon propellant, fol- 
lows earlier steps to halt manufac- 
ture of non-essential aerosols 
using the chemical, i 

A few products classified as 
essential may remain on the mar- 
ket. Some that slipped through a 
loophole in the federal regulations 
may remain on the market, but 
must cany a warning on the label. 

Chlorofluorocarbon is the 
chemical name for gases com- 
posed of chlorine fluorine and 
carbon that have come to be 
known simply as fluorocarbons. 

Scientists say the chlorine has 
been found to deplete the Earth's 
protective umbrella of ozone in 
the stratosphere, increasing the 
planet's exposure to the sun’s 
ultraviolet radiation. 


Caribbean islanders flee 
volcano after explosions 


KINGSTOWN, St. .Vincent, 
April 14 (AP) — Explosions 
reverberated from Soofriere Vol- 
cano on this Caribbean Island Fri- 
day. Residents were evacuated as 
ashes fell and the volcano belched 
smoke. 

A government report said the 
island’s main highway on the east 
coast was dogged with residents 
fleeing with whatever possessions 
they could cany. An eruption 
could endanger the lives of at least 
17,00 persons living within 15 
kilometers of the 1 , 2 00- me ter 
mountain. An estimated 100,000 
people live on the island. 

Radio broadcasts monitored in 
Bridgetown, Barbados said tre- 
mors had been felt late Thursday 
and early Friday. 

The last severe eruption of 
Soufriere occurred in 1902 when 
at least 2,000 people were killed. 


In the same year Mt Pellee on 
neighboring j Martinique also 
erupted, killin g all but one of the 
30,000 residents of the town of St. 
Pierre. 

The government announce- 
ment said the volcanic activity 
caught experts by surprise. There 
had been no warning signs. 

St Vincent, a mountainous 
island in The Lesser Antilles, is 30 
kilometers long and IS kilometers 
wide. 

Nearly three years ago the Souf- 
riere Volcano on Guadeloupe, 
five islands to the north of St. Vin- 
cent, threatened to erupt for sev- 
eral days. Thousands of residents 
were evacuated before, scientists 
determined that the explosions 
were not a result of volcanic activ- 
ity but were caused by the release 
of trapped vapor. 
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COMMON SENSE 

The U.S. Senate Foreign Relations Committee has stum- 
bled across a piece of common sense: The United States had 
better come through with an energy policy that does not count 
on Saudi Arabian o3 production rising to IS or 20 million 
barrels a day. 

In a report released in Washington Saturday, the committee 
notes the Kingdom's policy of raising production capacity to 
12 million barrels a day is at variance with a Capitol Hill 
dream of Arabian indulgence for American appetites. 

“ Our expectations that Saudi Arabia will reach production 
levels of 16 million barrels a day are now wildy optimistic, ” 
said Sen. Frank Church, the committee's chair man. 

For years, Washington policymakers have been trying to 
second-guess, influence or invent oil production policies for 
Saudi Arabia, Iran and other producers around the world. 
There has been — and in some quarters, remains — an under- 
lying assumption that the world would always give the United 
States what it wants. If not the world, then surely America' s 
friends gathered under a U.S. umbrella of armaments. 

There are two flaws in the assumption. First, the United 
States does not make policy for Saudi Arabia. Second, it is just 
not friendly to support the bad habit of an ally at tire expense 
of everyone else, including yourself. 

The United States has been importing oil recently at the 
rate of nine million barrels aday. That is more than 15 percent 
of all the oil produced in the world. When domestic produc- 
tion is included, the U.S. demand for oil rises to one third of 
the world supply. 

Two years ago, the CIA warned that Saudi Arabian produc- 
tion would not be enough — even at 16 million barrels a day — 
.to dose the gap between world demand and supply in the 
1980s. President Carter sent his first energy (dan to Congress 
and released the CIA study at the same time . 

But Congress took a holiday in Mexico, dismissing fire CIA 
predictions in favor of a love affair south of the border that 
quickly built up Mexico as a rival to Saudi Arabia in oil 
reserves. 

In fact. Congress has been so busy making oil policy for 
other countries that it has done little about oil policy at home. 

The Washington awakening started when Iran stopped 
exporting oil late Last year. The U.S. found it could do nothimg 
to dictate production in Iran. Then Mexico let it be known it 
has no intention of raising production to a level beyond its own - 
revenue require meats. 

Now Sen. Church, who has not been above trying to bully 
the Kingdom into policies designed in Washington, seems to 
realize that Saudi Arabia is not a county, in Texas, either. . 

There are limits to what the Kingdom can do for .a friend. 

It is time Congress started making policy for the United 
States rather than other countries. The country has no choice 
but to cut its standard of waste. It has had many years to come 
to grips with decisions about U-S. energy sources, time bought 
with OPEC 03, and there simply isn't any time left for brush- 
ing aside questions that may not seem politically palatable- 

There are limits to indulgence. 


“Al-Jazirah” criticised both the 
U.N. Secretary General and the 
United States for their comments 
on the latest Israeli attacks on 
Lebanon and their raids on Pales- 
tinian refugees there.

Anti- satellite 
discussions

WASHINGTON - 

The White House is exploring the possibility of an agreement 
with the Soviet Union to suspend testing of anti-satellite weapons for 
one year, according to informed sources. 

The two countries, over the past 10 months, have had two 
rounds of negotiations on developing a formal co mpr ehensive treaty 
covering such weapons, but little progress has been made, sources 


The White House recently proposed — in conjunction with the 
possible upcoming summit meeting between President Carter and 
Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev — that the two countries try for an 
interim understanding on testing alooe as one way to break the ice on 
the more formal anti- satellite discussions. - 

Such a temporary agreement also would add to the importance 
of the summit, though sources say U.S. negotiators would not rush 
any understanding just to have it ready for the Carter-Brezhnev 
meeting. 

A major stumbling block for die United States in the anti- 
satellite negotiations has been die lead the Soviets have built up in 
this class of weaponry. 

Over the past five years, the Soviets have tested several types of 
weapons that could be used to destroy U.S. space satellites. 

The United States, on the other band, only recently has begun a 
crash anti-satellite weapon development program totally in response 
to what die Soviets had already done. 

Pentagon sources say that the U-S.-designed weapons are still a 
year away from testing so the planned suspension agreement with the 
Soviets would have no immediate effect on die program. 

Both the United States and the Soviet Union depend on space 
satellite systems to support their strategic and tactical military sys- 
tems. 

US. satellites, for example, would provide first early waring of a 
launched attack of Soviet ICBMs on die United States. They abo 
provide navigation aid to U.S. missile launchers worldwide and 
communication capability to milit ary forces. 

Under a variety of previously-signed treaties and agreements, 
the United States and Soviet Union have said they would not place 
nudear weapons in outer space nor interfere with each other’ s satel- 
lites that were designed for peaceful uses or verification of com- 
pliance with arms control agreements. . . 

The 1963 Limited Test Ban Treaty also bars nudear explosions 
of any kind in space. 

Based on these undertakings, the United States determined in 
past years it had no need for developing weapons that could be used 
against Soviet satellites. An old two- launch pad system deployed in 
tile Pacific for use against a space orbiting Soviet weapon was dis- 
mantled in 1975. v 

Two years ago, however, U.S. intelligence found signs that the 
Soviets were testing anti-satellite weapons and an American prog- 
ram quickly was initiated. 

At the same, the United States approached the Soviet Union 
with the suggestion that talks begin on a new agreement that would 
bar the testing and deployment of weapons that would destroy die 
other side's militar y satellites. 

A comprehensive anti-satellite treaty poses problems, particu- 
larly since verification of any deployed systems would be difficult 

Untike SALT, where thousands of weapons are involved, a 
handful of anti-satellite weapons could be used to knock out the few 
key satellite targets necessary to maintain .co mmand, control- or 
guidance of important mil nar y systems. ; 

The current assymetry, where the Soviets have tested systems 
and die United States has not, also created problems for U.S. o fficials 
seeking a unified negotiating position acceptable to the Pentagon and 
Capitol HDI. 

The Pentagon reportedly has balked at any long-term ban on 
testing. 

Officials of the U.S. Arms Control and Disarmament Agency, 
however, have maintained that the Soviet satellite killer systems do 
not pose a threat to key US. military satellites because they have 
-relatively short ranges. US. satellites will be.Iocated so far out in 
space that the Soviet weapons could not reach them, according to 
ACDA sources. 

These same sources have maintained tint the planned U.S. 
satellite kill system will be more advanced than the Soviet one and, 
once tested, no verifiable agreement to bar deployment on either side 
could be readied. 

Thus the ACDA hope for reaching an agreement bad been 
based on the US. restraint from testing the weapon now in develop- 
ment. 

The only accepted means of verifying an anti- satellite ban, (me 
key administration source said was at the testing stage. Once the 
other country has successfully tested such a weapon, this source 
added, it would be almost impossible to determine whether deploy- 
ment has taken place and how many such weapons have been put into 
operation. 

The U.S. satellite killer development program has included 
exploring use of a non-noclear missile and high energy lasers as the 
means of destroying Soviet systems. 

An administration source said that the proposed one year test 
suspension might be accompanied by some statement of principles on 
.restraint in this area of weaponry to be followed by both sides. 

Several sources emhastzed that the' qne-year test ban is looked 
ypon as a means of getting serious negotiations started and not as an 
end itself. 

The Pentagon, along with its own satellite l dD e r , has reseach 
underway to give US-mitifazy satellites their own defensive systems. 

. Since satellites take so long to develop and then launch , it will be 
years before those in space have such things as their own radar and 
laser warning systems to track missiles aimed at them. (WF)

The program, an effort to counter the crisis in U. 5.- Israeli 
relations that developed during last year’s peace negotiations, is 
being implemented by the U.S. International Communication 
Agency (ICA), foimely known as the U.S. Information Agency 
(USIA). 

The U.S. strategy to effect a shift in Israeli public opinion is 
outlined in the ICA's “Country Man for Israel” of August 1978, a 
copy of which was obtained by “Arab News.” 

The plan, personally approved by U.S- Ambassador to Israel 
Samuel Lewis, contains details of numerous ICA projects and 
activ ities in Israel aimed at encouraging Israeli flexibility in the peace 
process and underscoring “the long-term economic and political 
benefits to Israel from a Middle East settlement.” 

According to the ICA report, Israelis are “beginning to realize 
that Ame ricans have limited patience with Israeli actions which 
appear to impede the peace process and discourage Arab coopera- 
tion in seeking a settlement.” 

But despite this, Israelis are still not willing to accept an over-all 
peace “at the risk of their perception of security, and to many, 
security means the land and the unwavering supbort of the U.S.. as 
well as a continued military pre-eminence. » 

Return of the occupied territories “and recognition of Palesti- 
nian rights on the West Bank and Gaza are seen as weakening rather 
than enhancing security,” the report says. “ It is not easy for Israelis to 
hare confide nce that by responding to Arab and Palestinian desires, 
they would be diminishing the need for such heavy security emphasis 


by eliminating the rationale for the threat in the first place.” . 

Many Israelis also have trouble understanding the various fac- 
tors that go into the formation of America's Middle East policy, foe 
“Country Plan’' notes. These factors indude “oil economics, Soviet 
relations, improved Arab image, human rights — including those of 
the Palestinians — and domestic economy.” 

The Israeli media foil to pay s ufficie nt attention to the United 
States “beyond die immediate issue of security and the American 
Jewish condition,” the report says. As a result, “Israelis are ill- 
prepared to understand the political, social and intellectual context in 
which U.S. policies — some affecting Israel — develop and change.” 
To rectify the problem, ICA personnel at the embassy in Tel 
Aviv were told to improve their relations with lower echelon Israeli 
media representatives, graduate students in key faculties, leaders of 
the kibbutz and moshav movements and younger members of Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin' s Herat Party. 

At the same time, the embassy ICA staff were instructed to 
maintain “already well-developed contacts with senior (Israeli) 
journalists, leading government officials and Knesset members, and 
academics whose views on foreign policy issues are frequently sought 
by the media and government alike.” 

Other projects to achieve the “Country Plan" objectives hare 
included se minar s and lectures by American experts; subsidized trips 
to the U.S. for Israeli journalists, writers and other key professionals; 
educational and cultural exchanges, etc. 

Because of its focus on Middle East peace questions, the U.S.- 
Israefi relationship suffers from “ah unhealthy, one-dimensional 
distortion” the ICA report says. 

The agency’s projects have thus sought to provide a correcting 
“counter-balance to the overwhelming public concentration in Israel 
on US. Middle East policies and actions." 

The agency hopes that through various exchange programs and 
the like it will be able to “fielp Israelis develop a ‘worldview* which 
perceives the U.S. as a nation with its own interests, not all of which 
coincide with Israel's.” 


Israel in line for U.S. weapons

TEHRAN - 

Now that Iran's government has asked the United States to 
cancel all remaining weapons orders concluded by foe Shah’ s regime- 
Washington is seeking to sell some of the Iranian arms to Israel, 
according to informed sources. 

The Israelis stand to get 55 F-16 fighter planes now being built 
.by general Dynamics as part of a $3.5 bfflion order by Iran for 160 of 
the aircraft Iran cancelled the entire order in early February because 
of its inability to keep up payments or train enough manpower to fly 
and maintain the planes. 

The Pentagon has asked Congress for a supplemental appropria- 
tion for fiscal 1979 to buy much of foe weaponry that is already in 
production for Iran, the sources said. The equipment then would be 
sold to the US. to the Armed services or other foreign buyers, and 
most of Iran’s advance payments would be returned. 

Such arrangements would save Iran from costly commitments to 
American defense manufacturers. The scheme is reportedly being 
resisted by some firms for fear the purchases by the Pentagon would 
dose off future orders. 

By diverting the F-16s to Israel, the U.S. government would 
move up delivery dates on a previously agreed sale of 75 of the 
aircraft. Israel would get the 55 F-16s now in production for Iran 
when they become available starting in January, 1980, a year ahead 
of Israel s own order, which called for deliveries beginning in 1981 . 

Then Israel would, take the first 20 of its F-16s to come off the 
production line. 

The sale of the 75 F-16 fighters to Israel was agreed on last year 
as part of tire Middle East aircraft package involving Saudi Arabia 
and Egypt 

It is unclear whether Israel eventually will be offered other U.S. 
weapons previously destined for Iran. 

Iranian military authorities told US. officials recently that they 
no longer want so me $1.5 billion worth of sophisticated weaponry 
that had been included "m a prev ious massive cutback. 


The earlier cancellations, agreed to in February before the over- 
throw of the monarchy erased, nearly $10 billion in Iranian arms 
orders with the United States totaling some $12 billion over four to 
five years. 

Written off were the F-16s, seven A WACS>( airborne- warning 
and control system) planes, radar-equipped Boeings, 16 F-4 recon- 
naissance planes, two of four Spruancendass destroyers, two of three 
Tang-class submarines and more than 14,000 missiles of various 
types. 

That agreement was negotiated earlier this year by Erich Von 
Maibod, deputy director of tire Pentagon's Defense Security Assis- 
tance Agency, and officials of the government under former Prime 
Minister Shahpour Bakhtiar. Although Bakhtiax was oustedla week 
after the agreement was signed, the new regime had indicated satis- 
faction with the arrangement. 

The new cancellation affects the two remaining Spruance des- 
troyers worth about $750 million, the last of the refurbished World 
War II- vintage submarines and yet more undelivered missiles, 
including the advanced Phoenix air-to-air and the ship- mounted 
Harpoon system. 

As a result, less than $1 billion remains from the $12 billion 
worth of orders, officials said. They said the orders being retained 
cover mainly spare parts and support for U.S. weapons systems Iran 
has already purchased. 

The Pentagon wants to sell the two latest cancelled Spruances, 
whose construction is already well along, to tire U.S. Navy , Altho ugh 
special equipment ordered by a previous Iranian Navy chief has 
increased the destroyers’ cost and made them so methin g of a joke in 
US. shipyards, the navy could use the ships’ advanced communica- 
tions capability and firepower.

WASHINGTON — While his- 
torians and archeologists know a 
good deal about the ancient urban 
civilizations of Mesopotamia's 
Fertile Crescent — Sumer. Baby- 
lon, Assyria and the. like — the 
semi- noma die peoples who lived 
on the borders of these civiliza- 
tions have remained somewhat of 
a mystery. 

The tabes of sheep and goat 
herders, for example, who roamed 
the foothills of the Zagros Moun- 
tains in what is now Iraq and Iran 
left no written texts to enlighten 
future generations of their culture 
and society. 

These and other serai-nomads 
— forgotten by history — inha- 
bited the great land mass from 
Asia Minor to Monogolia. Virtu- 
ally aH that is known about them 
today is derived from their works 
of art, from the small, portable but 
expressive objects they carried 
with them on their journeys across 
the Asian steppes and highlands. 

More than 1,000 of these 
objects have gone on permanent 
c&splay at die Los Angeles County 
Museum of Art in California. The 
collection, displayed publicly for 
the first time, includes a wide 
array of artworks and artifacts — 
of bronze, silver, glass, pottery 
and carved stone — that provide 
at least a glimpse of the cultures 
and lifestyles of the semi-nomads 
of Central Asia. 

The objects, donated to the 
, museum from the Nasli M. 
-Heeramaneck Collection of 
Ancient Near Eastern and Central 
Asian Art, range from graceful 
Zagros pottery to stylized Luris- 
tan bronzes and Mongolian open- 
work plaques. 

The artworks show surprising 
artistic skill and sensitivity, as well 
as a sound grasp of the developing 
technologies of the period. 


The inhabitants of the Zagros 
valleys of western Iran may have 
been physically isolated from the 
advancements of the Mesopota- 
mian city-states some four 
thousand years ago. But this did 
not prevent them from adopting 
the lost wax-casting technique 
from the Elamites to the south, 
and applying their own creative 
imagination to this technique in 
developing a distinctive art form. 

The beautiful bronze objects of 
these semi-nomads — known as 
the Luristan people — are unique 
and striking works of art. Many of 
the objects were functional or had 
ceremonial uses, and are noted for 
their bizarre human and animal 
combinations. 

A Luristan whetstone handle is 
articulated into a wild boar’s head. 
Lion masks decorate bracelets and 
anklets of various sizes. Long- 
homed goats setve as cheekpieces 
for bridle bits. And the finial, or 
decorated tip, of a standard or 
spear bears a fascinating combina- 
tion of man, lion and bird, blended 
into a figure called the “ Master of 
Animals.” 

The Los Angeles collection is 
displayed chronologically by reg- 
ion of origin, with extensive use of 
photomurals and maps. 

“Hie collection is remarkably 
strong in the art of pre- Islamic 
Iran and Mongolia," said Museum 
Deputy Director Rexford Stead, 
“to an extent scarcely equaled in 
collections outride Iran and the 
Soviet Union.” 

The Iranian artifacts, including 
the Luristan bronzes, provide “a 
bridge to the museum's existing 
collection of Islamic art from Iran, 
thus giving the museum one of the 
preeminent collections of Iranian 
art in America," Stead added. 

The new collection is a gift of 
the Ahrnanson Foundation, with 
supplementary objects provided 
by the wife of the late Nash 
Heeramaneck in her husband’s

Investing in a platinum future

NEW YORK. — When it was 
rst discovered in Colombia 
, most 500 years ago, it was 
! (ought to be worthless “unripe 
rid.” Miners often called ft 
.. .fbof s silver*' and threw it on the 
Tap heap. 

No one says unkind things 
. xHit platinum these days, bow- 
yer. It is the object of a specula- 
te frenzy that has seen its price 
"se faster even than that of sih^er 
■ gold. 

In the past year, platinum has 
jeome the darling of the precious 
etals investors. While gold 
rices rose 37 per cent last year 
id silver climbed 23 per cent, 
atfrmm soared 83 per cent 
In August, 1977, the dealer’s 
■rice of an ounce of platinum 
...ood at $ 144.50. By the end of 
. 1978, ft hit $ 350 and last Feb. 7 it 
.it a record of between! 420 and! 
425 an ounce. -- 
. Much of the platinum surge has 


also resulted from its growing use 
by industry — particularly the 
automobile companies. 

In 1978, purchases of platinum 
for industrial uses totaled 1.17 
million ounces — a 48 per cent 
increase over 197Ts 787,819 
ounces. 

Mime than half of that went into 
new cars, in which a tiny amount 
of platinum is used for catalytic 
converters — the pollution control 
devices employed 'on most 1975 
and -late models. - -- ' ~ ■ ’ 

Platinum used in' autos during 
1978 totaled 597,498 ounces, a 69 
per cent increase from 1977. 

The phenomenal interest in the 
metal has created a surge in trad- 
ing of platinum futures contracts 
as well. 

On the New York Mercantile 
Exchange — the only exchange 
which trades platinum futures — 
last year’s trading volume was a 
record 405,748 contracts, more 
than double the 1974 volume of 
199,623. 
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Volume currently ranges bet- 
ween 2,000 and 3,000 contracts a 
day compared with 500 to 1,000 
last year. 

“The record will be exceeded 
many times.” says Richard 
Levine, president of the New 
York Merc. “There is increasing 
recognition of platinum monetary 
influences and its growing indus- 
trial use.” 

“The explosive rise in platinum 
prices during 1978 could continue 
wen into 1 979,” says Paul Sanioff, 
director of research at Conticom- 
modity Services Inc., the broker- 
age arm of Continental Grain Co. 

“In light of political and cur- 
rency uncertainties virtually 
around the globe, platinum has 
become a new refuge not only for 
sophisticated traders and 
speculators, but also for investors. 
We anticipate that demand during 
the coming year will outpace any 
addition to what comes on the 
market from increased mine pro- 
duction. 

“And as long as demand 
remains strong and inflation per- 
sists on the present scale in the 
United States, the basic price 
direction is upward." 

Platinum has been a traditional 
afteraatine to gold for investors or 
speculators seeking to protect 
their funds against the declining 
value of paper money, either 
through currency weaknesses or 
inflation. 

In many ways, platinum is a 
rarer, more expensive metal than 
gold and is consequently seen as a 
better investment 

It has been less sensitive than 
gold to monetary influences since 
it is also an important industrial 
metal, giving ft a dual advantage 
over gold. 

“When uncertainty over the 
dollar and inflation have an 
impact on gold, that in mm affects 
other precious metals, including 
platinum,” says Allen E. Abrams, 
an Atlanta- based consultant on 
precious metals. “Thus platinum 
usually sells at a premium to gold. 
For one flung it is not as abundant 
as gold. And its strong industrial 
uses have had a lot to do with its 
robust trading activity." 

There is no simple explanation, 
however, for the rapid rise in the 
market for platinum, say obser- 
vers. A number of fundamental 
reasons have formed an explosive 
combination. 
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Besides the weakening of the 
dollar and growing industrial use, 
another major cause of the surge 
in platinum prices has been a 
reduction in supply. 

Platinum conies mainly from 
South Africa, the Soviet Union 
and {Canada South Africa, the 
world’s major producer, accounts 
for 47 per cent of world produc- 
tion; Russia is a dose second with 
46 per cent; Canada provides 6 
per cent, with the rest of the world, 
including the United States, sup- 
plying the remainder. 

According to James H. Jolly, a 
specialist in precious metals in the 


U.S., Department of Mines, the 
United States has “fairly rich” 
platinum deposits in Montana. 
They are owned by Johns- 
ManviUe Corp. but haven't yet 
been proven economically worth- 
while, says Jolly, so they are called 
a “resource ” 

A major supply problem lately 
resulted from the Soviet Union's 
sharp reduction in sales to the 
non-communist world starting in 
late 1 977. Although the Russians, 
are meeting contractual commit- 
ments, they are not providing 
extra amounts needed to meet 
growing demand. Indeed, there 
was talk last year that the Russians 
themselves were buying platinum 
on world markets. 

The official reason given by the 
Soviets for the reduction in output 
is that they have needed more of 
the metal than usual for minting 
special commemorative coins for 
the Olympic games in Moscow 
next year. 

“The Russians will be using a 
fairly sizeable quantity of 
platinum for Olympic medallions,” 
says Howard L. Levine, metals 
analyst and trader at AGLI Inter- 
national Commodity Service, the 
commodities futures division of a 
large international merchant firm. 

“The medallions will be on sale at 
a fairly hefty premium over the 
price of their actual content of 
platinum. Some people question 
how well the medallions will sell. 
The Russians marketed a gold 
coin a couple of years ago and it 
didn’t sell well at all." 

World production of all 
platinum group metals totals 6.4 
milli on ounces annually. Of this 
2.8 milli nm is pure platinum. Next 
to the autrf industry, which uses 
about half of the total, the chemi- 
cal and electrical industries are the 
heaviest users of platinum with 
about 10 per cent each. 

For many centuries the valuable 
quantities of platinum went unre- 
cognized. Fora long while because 
of its specific gravity, which is the 
same as gold, it was used to make 
counterfeit gold coins which had a 
center of platinum covered with a 
thin layer of gold. 

Then it began to be taken seri- 
ously. The metal's catalytic qual- 
ities were discovered and later its 
investment qualities. Many 
refugees from Hitler s Germany 
carried their wealth out of their 
homeland in the form of platinum 
hammers, chisels and cigarette 
cases. 

This portable quality of 
platinum sets ft apart from most 
other commodities in which 
futures are traded. Anyone can 
accept delivery by hand of a 
futures contract of platinum, tuck 

the package in his pocket or stow it 

in a hank vault. And that is what a 
lot of people are doing, according 
to Mercantile Exchange president 
Levine. 

“ It’s a lot easier to take delivery 
of an ounce of platinum than it is a 
carload of potatoes weighing 
50,000 pounds,” he says. — (LAT)

The anomaly arises from the 
fax that the U.K., along with 
France and Denmark, does not 
consider that the budget adopted 
by the European Parliament in 
December last year has respected 
the established community proce- 
dure. As such h has based its con- 
tributions on the draft budget dis- 
cussed by ministers last summer, 
which is considerably lower than 
that adopted by the parliament 

In March the Council of Minis- 
ters agreed to increase the sire of 
the regional fund this year and to 
include interest debate payments 
for Ireland and Italy under the 
recently launched European 
Monetary System into the budget, 
winch now reached a higher figure 
than the one voted by the parlia- 
ment 

The UX government accepted 
tins as legal and accordingly 
started paying contributions 
backdated to January. The com- 
mission however, has continued to 
administer the slightly lower, par- 
liament budget This anomaly 
should be sorted out, if the parli- 
ament accepts the new council 
increases, as expected, at its meet- 
ing later this month.

TERMINAL : By 1981, when tills terminal at Sollom Voe to the Shetland Islands is complete,. h will 
handle about two-thirds of Britain’s oil needs. Constructed on the tiny islands 161 kilometers 
northeast of Scotland, the terminal wffl be able to handle 1.4 million barrels a day of crude from 
Britain's North Sea oilfields.

Market report : 

Sterling gain seen 
only in short - term 

LONDON, April 14 — After the U.K. authorities took the 
brakes off sterling just over a week ago, it soared nearly 4 
cents against the dollar to $ 2.10 by mid-week. The trade- 
weighted effective exchange rate moved even more sharply, 
gaining nearly 2 per cent in only three trading days. 

But in the last couple of days, some warning noises on the 
out-look for inflation in the summer from the Price Commis- 
sion, sterling stumbled in its steep ascent and eased back to $ 
2.08. 

The critical question is whether this setback merely repres- 
ents some profit-taking ahead of the long Easter break or 
whether it heralds the end of sterling' s advance, at least for the 
time being? 

The evidence is conflicting. On the bullish side, the U.K.’s 
trade balance will suffer little from the sharp rise in oil prices 
because the North Sea already provides half Britain's oil, 
requirements and the country will be self-sufficient in two 
years. So sterling is in a strong position relative to such curren- 
cies as the yen, deutschemark and dollar. This in turn will 
deliver a benefit to the inflation rate in 6 - 9 months time. In 
particular, it means that the sharp increases in the prices of 
industrial metals will be alleviated in the U.K. by the strength 
of the exchange rate. Many of Britain's competitors, however, 
will feel the fall force of the rise in industrial costs. 

In addition, foreign investors have the attraction of rela- 
tively high interest rates and bond yields. Despite the sharp 
rise in the gilt market since January long-dated stocks are still 
yielding nearly 12 per cent. 

Finally, there is the strong prospect that a Conservative 
government will be elected within a month. Under Mrs. Mar- 
garet Thatcher the conservatives can be expected to take a 
tough attitude on government spending, deficit financing and 
wage claims. There is a dear commitment to tight monetary 
control and reducing inflation from both parties so even in the 
unlikely event of Labor being returned to power sterling may 
not suffer much but obviously a Conservative administration 
would be preferred. 

On the other hand, sterling has many adverse factors to 
contend with — at least over the next 6 months. Inflation is 
accelerating swiftly in response to the sharp rise in labor costs 
in this last winter’s wage round. This will continue to affect 
prices for some time yet and there can be no guarantee that the 
next round of wage settlements will show much of an 
improvement. 

There is obviously a lingering fear, too, that Mrs. Thatcher 
would rapidly find herself dragged into a confrontation with 
the unions over attempts to cut public spending and change 
the legal structure surrounding the activities of trade unions. 

Meanwhile, the strength of sterling has made Britain’s 
exports less and less competitive in worid markets. While 
U.K. inflation is higher than the world average, sterling should 
be failHng, not rising. What has made the difference Is ofl, of 
course, but if competitiveness is not improved then the non-oil 
part of Bri tains trade will continue to deteriorate. 

Ou balance though, it is difficult to see sterling falling very 
much and it may have further to rise in the short- to-medium 
term.

You win the diamond lead 
with the ace, draw two rounds 
of trumps, play the king of 
diamonds and ruff a diamond- 
somewhat surprisingly, you 
learn that West started with 
seven diamonds. Fur- 
thermore, when you play the 
A-K-Q of hearts West follows 
suit each tone, and when you 
then lead the four of hearts 
East discards a dub. 

All this is supposed to ring 
your diimwi loud and dear. It 
is now certain that West 
started with precisely two 
spades, four hearts and seven 
diamonds. He simply can’t 
have a dub! 

This knowledge of the 13 
cards West started with would 
ordinarily be useless — 
something like knowing that 
the square root of 998,001 is 
999. But here you can take 
advantage of what you've 
learned; you simply discard 
your jade of clubs on the four 
of hearts! 

This places West in an 
untenable position. He wins 
the heart with the jack, but all 
his remaining cards are 
diamonds — and he must lead 
one erf them- You ruff in- 
dummy, discarding your 
queen of duos, and the effect 
of keeping such a dose watch . 
on the unexpected develop- 
ments is that yon wind op 
making twelve tricks instead 
of eleven.

• EAST BERLIN. April 14 (R) 
— East Germany Sunday clamped 
tough new curbs on foreign jour- 
nalists, forbidding them to hold 
interviews without permission and 
demanding details of crips outside 
East Berlin. 

A government decree published 
in the Communist Parly daily 
“ Neues Deutschland " listed new 
regulations on the implementa- 
tion of a 1973 law governing fore- 
ign correspondents' activities. 
They came into force Sunday.

Syrian forces 
hold war games 


DAMASCUS, April 14 (AP) 
— Syrian armed forces staged war 
games Saturday in an undisclosed 
area of the country to test defense 
capabilities against simulated 
assaults, the official Syrian news 
agency reported. 

The counter-attack was “suc- 
cessful” against an alleged ons- 
laught by enemy units that had 
penetrated dense lines, the agency 
said. 

“Our forces managed to re- 
establish themselves in their origi- 
nal positions after driving back the 
■ enemy," it quoted an army com- 
munique as saying. 

Defense minister Mustafa Tlas 
and Chief of Staff Hifm at Chrhabi 
attended the drill, ordered by 
President Hafez Assad, SANA 
said. 

Has praised the fighting capa- 
bility of the Syrian forces and 
urged his soldiers to be “prepared 
for battle against the Zionist 
enemy," the agency added.

Previously journalists needed 
only to inform authorities they* 
were leaving the capital but they 
did not have to give further infor- 
mation. 

The latest decree means that 
East Germany’s laws on foreign 
journalists are now among foe 
most severe in Eastern Europe. 

While correspondents in Mos- 
cow, for example, can hold inter- 
views with dissident figures, this 
will now be forbidden in East 
Germany unless foe communist 
government gives its a pprovaL 

Part of the new set of regular- 
dons will affect Western television 
crews in East Germany. 

A new clause forbids technical 
staff from working independently 
of accredited correspondents and 
will mean that cameramen wfll no 
longer be able to go it alone and 
film background shots for news 
items. 

The new restrictions were 
imposed a few days after Western 
correspondents gave wide cover- 
age to the announcement of new 
currency restrictions in East Ger- 
many.

Analysts predict government crackdown 


Disturbances reported in Chinese cities 


HONG KONG, April 14 (AP) 
— China’s provincial press says 
there have been outbreaks of 
thefts, sabotage and other distur- 
bances in the country, incl uding an 
attempt by a handful of political 
activists to seize power in Zhe- 
jiang (Chekiang) province. 

Most of the incidents appear to 
have occurred at least a month 
ago. China analysts in Hong Kong 
believe they are being publicized 
now to help justify a government 
crackdown on citizens who, Pek- 


ing says, have gone overboard in 
their reaction to new freedoms 
sanctioned by the government ear- 
lier this year. 

Transcripts of the provincial 
broadcasts, seen in Hong Kong 
Saturday, blamed the disorders on - 
small gangs of counter- 
revolutionaries, criminals and 
youngsters. The broadcast said 
order has been restored in most of 
the trouble spots but called for 
continued vigilance to prevent 
new outbreaks. 

A broadcast from Radio Hang- 


zhou (Hangchow) on March 27 
said the attempt to depose party 
leaders and seize power in Zhe- 
jiang, a province in east China, 
involved a group of “self-styled 
representatives of the correct 
(party) line and of the masses." 

The broadcast did not say how 
the plot was foiled or mention the 
fate of the activists involved. 

“Flaunting the banner of 
developing democracy, a handful 
of counter-revolutionaries who 
are hostile to the cause of socialist 
modernization also have carried 


out counter-revolutionary 
activities," Radio Hangzhou said. 

Other disturbances were 
reported in the key cities of Shan- 
ghai and Canton and in the pro- 
vinces of Anhui ( Anhwei), 
(Hunan) and Liaoning (Liaon- 
ing). 


NEW YORK, April 14 ( AP) — 
A private group of professional 
poll- watchers schooled in the 
tough U.S. civil rights voting bat- 
tles of the 1950s and 1960s, leaves 
for Africa this weekend to see if 
Rhodesia's white minority gov- 
ernment runs fair elections next 
week. 

The U.S. delegation, led by civfl 
rights leader Bayard Rustin, 
denies any links to Congress or the 
Carter administration, both of 
which have rejected proposals to 
send official observers. But when 
asked on Friday who he hopes will 
study his group's report, Rustin 
said, ** the White House. " 

The Rhodesian elections are 
sponsored by a white-dominated 
transition government and the 
Carter administration opposes the 
balloting on grounds it is doomed 
to failure because of opposition by 
black nationalist guerrillas with 
powerful support inside Rhodesia. 

Several conservative Republi- 
can senators support the balloting 
as foe best hope for a peaceful 
transfer of power from Rhodesia's 
250,000 whites to its 7 million 
blacks. 

The Senate voted recently to 
send a delegation to monitor the 
voting, but the proposal was killed 
in the House. Rustin denied on 
Friday that his group was a substi- 
tute for an official delegation. 

“ This mission goes to Rhodesia 
with open minds, ” Rustin said at 
a news conference at the office of 
Freedom House, the mission's 
sponsor. “ Several of us have 
worked most of our lives to open 
the electoral processes in our own 


country often against great 
odds." 

“ To the best of our abilities we . 
shall question, observe and report 
back to all who are interested, and 
we hope this wiD provide a basis 
for a better informed American 
opinion.” 

Rustin said the 10-man group 
will spend five days in Rhodesia ’ 
and had been promised transpor- - * 
tation and security by the .. 
Rhodesian government. The 
authorities also promised to let the ' 
group talk with voters and election 
officials without restriction and to 
open election records to die ' 
group, Rustin said.

New U.S. office in Taipei 
to begin operating soon 


TAIPEI, April 14 (AP) — The 
newly incorporated American 
Instate in Taipei said Saturday it 
will begin operation next Monday 
in place of the U.S. Embassy 
which closed down March 1. (See 
related story page 4).
